Almighty God, the fountain of all 


law, at the time of the creation of this 
great universe and the people thereof, 
enacted and promulgated that wonder- 
ful divine Injunction, which has been 
the mysterious inspiration of hope and 
torch of enlightenment, serving to re- 
mind the masses through succeeding 
generations, that at one time men wert 
all equal, when he said: "That all men 
must earn their bread by the sweat of 
their brow." 


As time rolled onward through 
the 


successive generations, and the world 
grew more populous, men

saw the bright sun of liberty arise 
Insuring man in his civil rights, when 
King John signed and delivered to the 
barons of England .that great docu- 
ment, sacredly proclaimed by all na- 
tions to be our grandest bulwark of 
liberty, in the form of the Great Mag- 
na Charta. 
. With the admission'bf the. rights of 
mankind proclaimed by this great in- 
strument—acting as a wedge—the way 
was opened and following in rapid suc- 
cession to brace the important stride 
thus made and 
to retard encroach- 


ments by the king from different di- 
rections of other rights none the less 
sacred, Parliament passed those great 
palladiums of English li'oorty, known 
as the petition of rights, the great act 
of settlement, the bill of rights and 
the sacred act of habeas corpus. 


But my friends, even after the pass- 


age of these great laws insuring man 


his civil rights, it became neces- 


sary to continue the struggle and 
to 


exact from the kings of England, as 
history tells us, no less than thirty 
solemn ratifications before the crown- 
ed heads would respect their provis- 


ns.

It is further a matter of historical 


reccrd that it became absolutely. nec- 
essary at the time to actually 'hang 
many of the judges, in order to ln_ 
spire the judiciary .with a proper re- 
spect for the law and'the .sacred, trust 
mposed in "' them 
'. in entrusting: into 


their hands its.just interpretation. 


' But notwithstanding all 
this, the 


rights ...of 
the .laboring masses were 


still,;held .in bondage;, as some one has 
aptly said in 'referring .to the times: 
"Labor 'employed w'as:'serf; labor un^ 
employed vagabonds." 


The laws were at this time so en- 


acted and construed as to consider only 
the accumulations of those'possessing 
lands and chattels as worthy of 
the 


benefit and protection of the law, while 
the capital of the laborer which con- 
sisted only of his muscle and brawn, 
was not considered as to the aid and 
protection of law. 


Being thus stung by the inequality 


of the law and impelled'onward with 
the abiding faith that the Creator of 
the universe never intended that "La- 


bor, 
the creator of all capital," should 


be thus suppressed and scorned, and 
sons of honestl'loil resolved to organ- 
ize;, and organize they did, binding 
themselves together for the elevation 
of their welfare, by dedicating their 
union with their labor, their lives and 
their sacred honor. 


Immediately on 
discovery 
of 
the 


knowledge of their organization; theii 
unions were legally put under a ban; 
labor organizations were 
legislated 


conspiracies, strikes a revolt, and those 
composing 
the 
organizations 
were 


deemed guilty of treason. 


Their claims for shorter hours and

ation prices, subjected them to im 
risonment, to chains and oftentimes 
:eath. 


But with silent suffering and sub- 


ime patience, they continued on down 
hrough the centuries, contesting their 
progress every year of the way with 
veroic privation and constancy, forcing 
slowly, but, surely,... first Jhe ^toleration 


ve would have eight hours for work,

ntelleetual faculties. .

Let it also be said to the everlast- 


ng honor and glory of 
our noble 


country, that it has recognized with the 
iolemnity .of 
federal enactment that 


aws should be passed to protect Ame- 
rican labor from 
competition of its 


position in this regard', being the pass- 
,ge of the Chinese Exclusion Act, a 
aw of untold benefit and protection 
o the American workman, but in par- 
icular to those of the Pacific coast. 


While it is true that the rights of 


abor are-being seriously effected by 
he modern monster familiarly known 
T.S and called trusts, yet we have suf- 
ficient reasons to base the belief that 
hrough the efforts resulting from the 
.ombined strength 
of the 
common 


masses who have endured the evil long 
enough, laws will be 
effected which 


vlH cure this' evil and restore us to 
he principles so ardently championed 
by those great leaders of the common 
masses, such 
as John 
Mitchell of 


'ennsylvania and William K. Hearst, 


both of whom I believe are entitled .to

differences between labor and capital. 
"When I say capital I refer to piedatoiy 
wealth—to the combinations il'egally 
formed ~u hose existence are allowed be- 
cause laws are not enforced—preclatoiy 
wealth which escapes just taxation— 
defies the law of the land, who would 
lengthen hours and reduce wages. Be- 
tween lawful capital and just employ- 
ors there are no differences with labor. 


There is an eciuity. There should be 


a perfectly just one. Capital is nec- 
essary to labor and labor is essential 
to capital. The two should be recon- 
ciled, and if the evil of trusts were 
eliminated these two great active for- 
ces in our social and commercial life 
would harmonize, so that capital could 
aid in the development of our country 
and labor could exist under wages 
which would bring comfort and hap- 
piness and under prices for necessities 
which would enable every American 
workman to have a bank account as 
as well as 
every magnate. So labor 


could enjoy the day, the equal and 
natural division of which 
is 
eight 


hours for rest, eight hours for pleas- 
ure and eight hours for work (ap- 
plause). 
, ,1, 


The real issue today Is- how to con- 


trol, regulate and curb the growing 
powers of the trust system. The evils 
of trusts are so o,pparent that further 
argument on that line can be aban- 
doned. It is agreed by all good citi- 
zens that the trust system is a serious 
menace to the fundamental principles 
of our government, has a tendency to 
stifle competition and destioy oppor- 
tunity. 
Competition and opportunity 


are the life, growth and advancement 
of the nation. The real issue is wheth- 
er the government shall control the 
trusts or the trusts control the gov- 
ernment. We cannot look to capital to 
assist in controlling these mighty in- 
dustrial combines because they are the 
creatures of capital. "We need not look 
to the time-serving politicians or to 
the trust statesmen, because their oc- 
cupation is fooling the people. 


Government was instituted for the 


protection of the people. Government- 
al power lies in the people. Reforms 
must proceed from the people, and 
it is the people who have the power to 
correct and check evil tendencies in. 
goveinment, and to establish the equi- 
librium of justice. 


Statesmen may fail to offer the cor- 


rect solution of thogp questions, and 
political paitics may prove recreant 
to the trusts imposed in them by the 
people, but the ultimate solution of 
this trust question lies in your hands. 
It Is the power, intelligence, and the 
American elective franchise which you 
possess that can settle the trust ques- 
tion. 
Organized labor and the affi- 


liated trades unions of America have 
the power to name theNnext president 
of the "United States. 
You have the 


power nnd the voting strength to select 


delayed and temporary defeat be suf- 
feied, let the instruments of your prog- 
ress be Law and Justice" Let capital 
commit the overt act if she will! Cap- 
ital watches you. 


I am one who desires to see a settle- 


ment of the question between capital 
and labor. As long as these differences 
exi&t there is danger. There will al- 
ways be disturbing conditions and men- 
acing conflicts. 
Be right and be firm. 


I am in favor of adjusting conflicts, 
not imitating them. Yet I say to or- 
ganised labor do not surrender your 
legal rights. 
We may as well face 


seiious conditions. There is a certain 
class of men who would destroy or- 
ganized labor. The American capital- 
ist— the broad minded man of wealth 
—the controller of that kind of capi- 
tal that builds up, develops and civ- 
ilizes a community is friendly and nec- 
essary to labor, but the trusts, the 
merciless combination of wealth, are 
quietly and secretly working today 
towards the destruction of the forces 
of organized labor. I want to tell you 
that the trusts would kill Unionism 
tomorrow if they dared to. 
The de- 


struction of Unionism would mean the 
disorganization 
of 
organized 
labor. 


That would mean longer hours, lower 
wages, falling prices and hard times. 
Your unions are essential to your suc- 
cess and protection. Both the question 
of wages and especially the question 
of hours is one of legislation. There- 
fore, I say to you place your represen- 
tatives in positions in which they can 
assist and protect you. 


I believe that the day, is rapidly ap- 


proaching when the tact, judgment, 
and Americanism of labor unions is go- 
ing to be put to a final and crucial test. 
That hour is rapidly approaching. Pre- 
datory capital by insinuation, inuendo, 
covert attack, and public abuse is try- 
ing to educate the public sentiment
